Interest in Proposed Legislation Relieving Directors 
of Racing from Personal Responsibility for 
Betting Is Keen at Albany. 



All»any. N. Y., SoptoinlH'r 7. — One needs to talk 
will! l:iwntnkers and others lierealxnit only a short 
tiino to roali/A* that the inter<*st in the so-called 
racing Idll — the (iittins measure — far eclipses that 
»ak«‘ii in any other topic, not ex<*epting the N«*\v 
York City charter. And while those who fought 
f«»r th«* hill at the regular session only to see it fall 
of passage in the Asscnihly decline to make rost*ate 
predicthms, many say they believe the hill stands a 
chance of passage. Assemhlyman Martin, of Sara- 
toga. who was one of the leailers in the tight for 
tlR* ttittins hill last spring, is (pioted as saying: 

*‘l have heen great encouraged hy the canvass 
.among the immilHMs i»f the Ass«*mhly. The outlook 
is that we can gt*t the necessary siwenty-slx votes. 
Of eours«‘, conditions change, hut it looks to me now 
as if the thing will go through with flying colors. 
There undouht<>dly has lK*eii a marked changt* in 
S4>ntiment. It has come since the public came fully 
to realize that the Gittins hill is not vicious and 
merely relieves race track owners and directors from 
the operations of an entirely unjust law. 

“It is hard to And anyone who d»H*s not admit 
that the present directors’ liability law is unjust. 
SI ml yet many of the lawmakers are afraid to vote 
to r<‘peal it because of a fear that they will hy 
tlolng s<» a|>|>ear as friends of gambling, and will, 
therefore. h<* marked men in their districts. I 
shall w'rtainly bring the matter up so<m, and as 
things look at present. 1 believe it will pass.” 
-\sst*mblyman Alfred E. Smith, leader of the ma- 
jority, said: “I exiK*ct the Gittins bill will come 

lip. What will happen to it I cannot tell. But I 
can say that if they can show me that there are 
seveiit.v-six Assemblymen ready to vote for it tin* 
bill w’ill go through \vithout the slightest delay.” 
The Gittins bill passed the Senate just before th«* 
end of the regular session, and consiMiucntly will 
not have to go through that bmly again. .Since the 
recess was taken, July T2, friends of racing have 

r ln'cn active, and it is evident that they have made 
man.v converts to their cause. There is much spe«*n- 
latkm .‘m to what tlovernor IMx would do in cas<* 
the Gittins measure should go through the Assemtd.v. 
He has not indi<*ated what iiis attitude would lA*. 
but the fact that he lives near Saratoga ainl likes 
racing, has caused some of the friends (*f the bill 
to believe that he would sign it. Persons who are 
closely asso<*iated with him. however, express the 
belief that the giivernor would veto the bill.

FRIENDS OF GITTINS MEASURE CREDITED 
WITH HAVING MADE CONVERTS. 

Interest in Proposed Legislation Relieving Directors 
of Racing from Personal Responsibility for 
Betting Is Keen at Albany. 



All)any, N. Y., Si'ptoiiilH'r 7. — One needs to talk 
with lawmakers and others herealnnit only a short 
time to realisii* that the inten*st in the so-ealled 
raring hill — the Gittius measure — far eclipses that 
iak«*ii in any other topic, not exwpting the New 
York City charter. And while those who fought 
lor the hill at the regular session only t<> see it fail 
of passage in the Assemhiy decline to make roseate 
prcfiictions, many sjiy they believe the hill stands a 
chance of passage, Assemhiy man Martin, of Sara- 

l<*ga, who was one of the leaders in the tight for 
tlR* Gittins hill last spring, is (piotcd as saying: 

“1 have heen great encouraged by the canvass 
among the meinUMs of the Ass«*mhly. The outlook 
is that we can gt*t the necessary seventy-six votes. 
Of eours«‘, conditions change, hut it looks to me now 
as if the thing will go through with Hying colors. 
There nndoubt<‘dly has la*eu a marked change iu 
sioitiment. It has come since the public came fullj" 
to realize that the Gittius hill is nut vicious and 
merely relieves race track owners and directors from 
the oiierations of an entirely unjust law. 

“It is hard to find anyime who dra^s not admit 
that the present direettrrs’ liability latv is unjust, 
and yet many of the lawmakers arc afraid to vote 
to r<*peal it because of a fear that they will by 
liolng s«» upi>car as friends of gambling, and will, 
tlierefore. he marked men in their districts. I 
sliall certainly bring the matter up sotm, and as 
things liKik at present. I believe it will ikiss.” 
.Vssmnhl.vman Alfred E. Smith, leader of the ma- 
jority', said: “I exiH'ct the Gittius hill will come 

up. What tvill hapiM ‘11 to it I cannot tell. But 1 
can say that if they can slmw me that there are 
seventy-six Assemhlynnm ready to vote for it the 
bill will go through without the slightest delay.” 
The Gittius lull passed the Senate just before the 
«’iid of the regular session, and consequently will 
not have to go tlirough tliat laxly again. Since the 
recess was taken, July' 22, friemis of racing have 
^ Inim active, and it is evident that they have made 
iM many converts to their cause. There is much specn- 
H lalhm ati to what Governor IMx would do in case 
tile tiittins measure should go through the .\ssembly. 
lie has n(»t indicated what his attitude would l>e, 
hut the fact that he lives near Saratoga :iiid likes 
racing, has caused some of the friends of the l»ill 
to believe that he would sign It. Persons wlu) are 
closely asso<‘Iated with him. however, express the 
belief that the governor would veto the bill.

Makes King William the St. Leger Favorite. 



I»ndon, Eng., August 26. — Outside of the breaking 
down of the Derby winner, Sunstar, and his couse- 
ipieiit deprivation of his obvious chance of joining 
the ultra select band of “'Triple Crowm’’ winners, 
nothing of great moment has recently occurred in 
the way of the turf. Great embarrassment was 
caused by the railway strike, owners, trainers, fol- 
lowers and patrons being panic stricken at the pros- 
pect of the abolishment of means of transportation 
to and from the various scheduled meetings. The 
Woolverliaiupton officials were in such dismay that 
they announced the postponement of their meeting, 
set for the early days of this week. Then the Jockey 
Club intervened and informed them that they must 
either carry on their meeting on its authorized dates 
or abandon it altogether. The latter course w’as 
adopte<l. Luckily the strike was declaretl off in 
time to save the more important Stockton meriting 
from a similar predicament and very good racing 
has been witnessed there this week. 

Sunstar’s breakdown w'as of such au uncompromis- 
ing character as to leave no ground for hope and 
tlie handsome son of Sundridge has already btHui 
definitely retired to the stud at Childwick. Here, 
next spring, at a fee of .300 guineas he will l)e 
matiHl with a few outside mares besides some Indong- 
ing to his owner, J. B. Joel, but in all ho will be 
limited to ten or twelve at most, it having been 
determined to take no chance of overtaxing such a 
young horse. King George and Lord Rosebery 
among the applicants for his services and it is 
sure their selected mares will be among the few 
admitt(‘d to Sunstar’s court. With him out of the 
way. King William has been made a firm favorite 
for the St. lA'g«*r at such a short price as 11 to 8. 
Lycaon and Prince Palatine have been backed at 
longer odds, but the St. Leger market is a weak 
one and there is small inclination for ante-i>ost 
betting over it, although its decision is not far 
away.

Lord Derby has slightly increased his advantage 
ov<*r J. B, Joel in the list of leading w’inniug ow ners, 
and now' that Sunstar has broken down will probably 
not be so closely appToacht*d again by the latter. 
Other owmers w'ho have made additions to their 
stable earnings are C. E. Howard, Mr. Falrie, Lord 
Durham, G. Edwardes and Sol Joel, the list of win- 
ners of $15,000 or mote being now as follows:
